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The SLUG Crown Turns 4.0 


THIS YEAR’S CORONATION MARKS FOUR DECADES OF THE ‘RAIN’ OF THE SLUG QUEENS 


othing screams “Eugene” like the color- 
ful, quirky, creatively costumed people 
known as the SLUG queens. And that’s 
just how they want it. 

The Society for the Legitimization 
of the Ubiquitous Gastropod (SLUG) 
will crown its 40th queen at the down- 

town Park Blocks 6 pm Friday, August 12. The family 
friendly event will bring entertainment from the One 
More Time Marching Band along with Dangerously Old 
Queen Accordionna and an interactive SLUG Queen trivia 
game. Enthusiastically Old Queen Bananita Sluginsky 
will be your emcee for the evening. 

Per usual, the competition for the crown has three 
categories: costume, talent and witty retort to funny 
questions. The final decision is made by Old Queens 
together with celebrity judges. This year the celebrity 
judges include Val Hoyle, Oregon labor commissioner 
and Democratic nominee for U.S. House of Representa- 
tives; Bethany Grace Howe, of the Oregon Department of 
Human Services and board member of Planned Parent- 
hood of Southern Oregon; and Kyle Rodriguez-Hudson, 
executive director of TransPonder. 

This year the SLUG queens received a grant from 
the Lane Arts Council and the city of Eugene’s Cultural 
Services allowing the event to be live streamed and have 
a sign language interpreter, as well as have application 
materials in Spanish. 

As Old Queen Holly GoSlugly, also known as Debbie 
Williamson Smith, says, the SLUG queen is Eugene’s 
unofficial ambassador. The queens are meant to embody 
the strange, quirky city we live in, while also expressing 
themselves as individuals. For the competition, each 
contestant creates a persona and outlandish costume to 
embody what the role is to them. Raining Queen Galaxia 
Cosmos, or Helen Being, calls it a “silliness pageant.” 

“T think everybody who competes has acommitment 
to silliness, anda commitment to the community,” Being 
says. Smith says that the queens are all invested in their 
community in different ways. 

“We’re a queen community, and we’re all making 
ripples in the larger community,” Smith says. “I think the 
40th coronation is going to be a wonderful celebration 
of that.” Queens usually support causes or charities in 
their “rains.” SLUG Queens also help with food drives, 
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read stories to children at libraries and schools, orga- 
nize public events and more, according to the website. 
“Something that we really want to remind the commu- 
nity is that we are notjust up here being silly, then wearing 
costumes throughout the year and having people fawn 
over us,” says Old Queen Slugasana, or Jerril Nilson. “We

really do have a purpose to bring joy and bring awareness 
to different parts of our community.” 

For those who need to brush up on SLUG Queen 
history, the pageant was created in 1983 as a part of the 
Eugene Celebration festival. Festival organizers wanted 
atongue-in-cheek, Eugene-centered version of the Port- 
land Rose Festival, Nilson says. In rainy Eugene, slugs 
were a constant presence — so organizers thought a 
slug-themed festival would best capture Eugene. 

But organizers tossed out the name “Slug Fest” for the 
big event, Nilson says, and the pageant creators decided 
to take on the theme, creating the Society for the Ubiq- 
uitous Gastropods and choosing a queen. 

“It’llbe a hysterical pageant, it will be funny, and there 
will be no rules,” Nilson says of the mindset of the SLUG 
Queen pageant founders when they created the event. 
This mindset has not wavered through the years, as 
today the only requirements for entering the pageant are 
being over the age of 21 and living in or around Eugene. 

The Eugene Celebration hasn’t been around since 2015, 
but the SLUG queen competition has carried on — and 
the dedicated volunteers that run it have no intention of 
stopping. It’s worth mentioning that none of the Queens 
or even the main producer, known as the First Lady in 
Waiting, Kim Still, are paid for the event. 

“The 40th is the stepping stone to our 50th,” Nilson 
says. “We have grand plans for after the 40th to add 
some wonderful components to our event.” In the future, 
Nilson hopes to bring back the grand parade that used to 
accompany the Eugene Celebration, and with it rebuild 
a giant parade slug that used to be in the parade, too. 
Nilson also wants to create a mural honoring the SLUG 
queens, and have a portable backdrop for the pageant. 

You will find the SLUG queens at various public events 
throughout the year, or even just walking around town. 
But to truly understand the quirky passion and joy that 
is found in the SLUG queens, you have to attend the 
pageant and coronation. 

“It’s really special, this group of people that get together 
andare so fully themselves by being someone else,” Smith 
says. “I think people in Eugene love and respect that.” =

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Bret Harris Matsutaro: 


1982-2022 


MATSUTARO WAS A LOYAL, LOVED MEMBER OF HIS COMMUNITY 


ret Matsutaro was a curious, creative 
man. A listener, a musician, alearner and 
a friend. As a homeless man himself, he 
was an advocate for better treatment of 
the community. Matsutaro touched many 
people’s lives before passing on July 18. 
Friends say it was a fentanyl overdose 
that killed him. He was fiercely loyal in his commitment 
to treat people with kindness. 

“He'd give his last dollar to the next addict or home- 
less person he saw instead of holding it for himself,” his 
girlfriend, Sherry Hernandez, says. “Even if that meant 
he goes without.” 

July 23 would’ve given Hernandez and Matsutaro a 
full year of loving each other. Hernandez says that when 
they first met, she was at her lowest place; she credits 
him for helping her work through a lot of hard times. 

Matsutaro was that way for most everyone who was 
able to know him. Matsutaro met his friend Eric Jackson 
in 2018 while they were both protesting for better treat- 
ment of the homeless, and Jackson says that the two of 
them spent a lot of their time together while protesting. 
Jackson says Matsutaro’s presence was always mean- 
ingful, whether he was playing drums with a bucket or 
a box, or talking with anyone about philosophy and life. 

“He was really interested in humans, and he was really 
interested in being a good human himself,” Jackson says. 

Matsutaro was a practitioner of the Jewish faith; 
he even taught himself Hebrew. He was intuitive with 
animals. Hernandez says that several times a dog would 
approach him, and their owner would say “Gosh, my dog 
doesn’t ever go to anybody.” 

He was passionate about his community and volun- 
teering his time with community outreach. He took great

pride in working at the Las Vegas airport on 9/11. He 
wanted to volunteer for CAHOOTS, the HIV Alliance, 
and Community Supported Shelters, as soon as he was 
able to deal with his mental health issues. Cisco Santana, 
Matsutaro’s friend and former roommate, described him 
as a guy who “craved information, craved knowledge, and 
was always trying to work on himself.” 


“I don't knowif I've ever met anybody as self aware as 
Bret was,” Santana says. 

Matsutaro loved music, too. And dancing. He knew and 
appreciated any kind of electronic rap, East Coast rap, 
especially. Santana says he was amazing at the drums. 
Hernandez says some of her favorite memories with him 
were riding bikes around town, with Matsutaro playing 
music through his backpack speaker. 

Mosteveryonein Matsutaro’s circle knew that Monday’s 
were “his day,” where he would spend money and lend 
people money, as those were the days he received his 
Social Security check. 

“Those are the days that he kind of went full throttle 
inasense,” Hernandez says. 

He died on a Monday. 

Matsutaro dealt with schizophrenia and mental health 
issues, and would reach out to Santanain moments when 
the voices brought him into a place of darkness, Santana 
said. The two would get away from everybody, and ride 
their bikes to the rock climbing wall at Skinner Butte 
and watch the sunrise. 

In the past five years, Matsaturo was able to connect 
with his sister who lives in Georgia. The two would video 
chat on Facebook Messenger, and he would engage with 
her kids and grandkids. 

He loved and was loved by many. 

“He loved me so hard to the day he died,” Hernandez 
says. “The morning he passed away, he wrote me a love 
letter, and it was so sincere, and so deep and so sweet.” &

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EUGENE’S SKATEBOARD COMMUNITY IS ADVOCATING FOR MENTAL HEALTH CARE 
AFTER THE DEATHS OF TWO LOCAL SKATERS By Henry Houston 


may sound random or chaotic for the uniniti- 
ated, but a well-tuned ear may be able to suss 
out the symphony in the commotion. 

The skidding is a skater who’s pulling off 
an old school trick from when the sport was nascent in 
the ’70s. The cracking is skateboarders pounding their 
decks — the wooden part of the skateboard — against the 
ground in applause for someone pulling off an impressive 
trick. The slapping is shoes on concrete as a new skate- 
boarder learns to “push” to move around the skatepark. 
And the grinding is askateboarder’s trucks (the metal part 
connecting the deck to the wheels) riding on a metal rail. 

“Tt’s achurch for us,” says 48-year old Mike Crespino, 
who’s planning to skate down to San Francisco from 
Eugene to raise awareness for mental health. “We all go 
to church. We all say our hellos and nods and we answer 
back with hoots and hollers and board smacks.” 

Since its construction in 2014, many skateboarders 
at the Washington Jefferson Skatepark and Urban Plaza 
have found a tight knit community. But in the past two 
years, that community has suffered the loss of two beloved 
skaters to mental health-related deaths. 

In 2021, Silas Strimple, 18, was found dead on aconveyor 
belt at an Austin, Texas, recycling center. Strimple, accord- 
ing to his mom, Dena Drake, had paranoid schizophrenia. 

Then on March Il, 2022, South Eugene High School 
student Ben Moody, 17, died by suicide. 

In 2020, which is the most up-to-date data from the 
CDC, 10 children and adults ages 15 to 24 died by suicide 
in Lane County. Although Lane County Public Public 
Health officials don’t have specific numbers, spokesper- 
son Devon Ashbridge says in 2021 death from suicides by 
people under 24 was higher than 2020. And she says the 
first quarter of 2022 suggests this year could be trending 
similarly to 2021’s rate. 


n any given day the Washington Jefferson 
Skatepark is filled with noise. It’s noise that 
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The deaths of Silas Strimple and Ben Moody show 
there’s alack of mental health resources for youth, some 
of their friends and loved ones say. And mental health 
awareness is what’s driving Crespino to skateboard down 
to San Francisco. 

Local skateboarders want to have a memorial to Silas 
and Ben at Washington Jefferson Park. But first they need 
to fundraise. They’re raising money for it — an estimated 
cost of $20,000 — through selling skateboard decks 
honoring the two skaters. When they have the money, 
they'll need to decide what the memorial will be and work 
to get the city of Eugene on board with the installation. 

Crespino hopes to reach more donors, as well as to raise 
awareness about mental health, when he skateboards to

San Francisco to deliver a memorial skateboard to Drake 
Moody, Ben’s older brother. 

Watching Ben or Silas at the skatepark “was skate- 
boarding poetry,” Crespino says. “They had the ‘thing’ 
They ripped, and everybody knew it.”

Crespino remembers seeing Silas Strimple as a child 10 
years ago, skateboarding around Wd Skatepark wearing a 
death metal T-shirt. As an older skateboarder, Crespino 
says that seeing children at the park, he always hopes that 
they “get it” and decide to join the community. 

And seeing Strimple wearing the death metal shirt, 
Crespino saw an opportunity to do his part in pulling the 
kid into the skateboarding world. “As he zipped past me at 
the park, I said to him, ‘Give me that shirt,” Crespino says. 
He remembers young Silas skating by with an awkward 
laugh, like Beavis’s signature staccato chuckle from Beavis 
and Butthead. “But he smiled big, and I thought, there’s 
my in with this one.” 

Strimple’s 2021 death made headlines when his body was 
found at an Austin recycling facility. He’s remembered as 
someone who immersed himself into skateboarding and art. 
But a few years before his death, his family and friends say, 
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he was trying to navigate life with paranoid schizophrenia. 

“He absolutely lived at WJ,” Strimple’s mother says. 
When he wasn’t writing, playing music or doing art, she 
adds, he was skateboarding. 

He was beloved by the skateboarding community at 
Washington Jefferson, she says, pointing to a time he 
participated in askating contest when was 15. He was so 
nervous, she says, that he decided to pull out during the 
second round of it. “Everybody just said, “No,” she recalls. 
“Me and a bunch of his friends went over to talk to him 
and he decided to do it. And he won.” 

Crespino remembers Silas bringing together old school 
skating styles popular from the’70s and’80s — when skat- 
ers rode their boards in drained swimming pools — with 
modern tweaks. But he had so much style, he adds, that you 
could be amazed just watching him move on his skateboard. 

Drake says her son skated nonstop and was obsessed 
with the Zephyr skateboard team, the Southern Califor- 
nia skaters from the 1970s who were among the first to 
adapt surfing tricks onto concrete with skateboards. At 
avery young age, she says, he watched the movie The 
Lords of Dogtown, which dramatized the Zephyr team, 
and he was hooked. 

The sound of skateboarding on their back patio, Drake 
remembers, was nonstop and sometimes a little bit too 
much for her. But now she says she would love to hear it 
again. “When I hear skateboarding, it makes my heart 
light and heavy.” She adds, “I love that sound now.” 

While at the skatepark, Silas would spend time helping 
out with children new to skateboarding, showing them 
where to put their feet on the board. “He really likes kids 
and wants them to skate,” she says. 

Drake says her son developed paranoid schizophrenia 
suddenly. “He would say, ‘Mom I really want to go to the 
skatepark, but my friends are going to think I’m acting 
weird,” she says. “I would tell him that it would be OK.” 

If Silas had some mental health resources and courses 
in junior high school and high school, it may have been 
helpful for him in understanding himself, she adds. “I wish 
kids and adults had the words to say,” she adds. “If they had 
been taught that in school, it wouldn’t be so stigmatized 
and they would feel comfortable. And that would’ve been 
really huge for Silas.” 

Silas moved to Austin shortly before his death. He 
wanted to move there for a while, Drake says, and he was 
in a band with a friend who was in Austin. But he wasn’t 
able to stay safe anymore, she says. 

Drake says now she’s working on the justice part of his 
death. Strimple was the fourth person to die at the Austin 
recycling facility since 2015, according to an April 23, 2021, 
article by the Austin American-Statesman. 

“They didn’t do anything about it, and I don’t think 
that’s right,” she says. “It’s Texas, and they’re just saying 
he was trespassing.” 


‘HE WAS SO MUCH LIKE SUNSHINE’ 


On Vara Perron’s left arm is a tattoo of a skateboard 
surrounded by dollar signs that says “all for money,” a 
reference to her boyfriend Ben Moody. 

“The image came to mind after his death,” Perron, 16, 
tells Crespino as he delivers four Moody memorial decks 
with “Money Jones” emblazoned on it. 

Crespino says Ben’s father, Andrew Moody, wanted to 
name him Money Jones Moody, but he couldn’t convince 
Ben’s mother. The parents settled on Ben (as in the $100 
bill), and ever since he could talk he went by Money Jones. 

Ben Moody’s death, and how his friends are process- 
ing it, has shown the lack of mental health resources for 
high school students. 

“Anytime I mentioned self harm because I was worried 
about him, he would always say, “That’s crazy. Why would 
you ever go to that? It’s just wintertime and I want it to 
be summer,” Perron recalls. “It just feels like a really big 
problem that intensely needs to be resolved, right now. 
But there’s no way.” 

Ben Moody grew up inaskateboarding family, says his 
brother Drake Moody, who’s pursuing skateboarding in 
San Francisco. The sport was a big part of their upbringing; 
their mother would take them to Wd Skatepark, and their 
father would take them on camping trips that combined 
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visits to skateparks in other cities. 

At 13 years old, Drake Moody says, Ben began going to 
skateparks by himself, a sign that he was ready to pursue 
the sport seriously. “That’s when I saw that he’s fucking 
with it,” he says. “This isn’t just my dad’s influence and 
my influence on him. He’s actually making his own deci- 
sion to go to the park and learn these tricks.” 

Drake Moody knew Ben would be good at skateboard- 
ing ever since he first started as a toddler because of their 
skateboarding family, and as he skated, he got “fucking 
good.” Ben became askater who excelled with the technical 
tricks, his brother says. Through foot kicks and shuffles, 
Ben could land various tricks that involved flipping the 
board. “He had the tricks.” 

When Perron and Ben began dating in 2021, she says 
among the things they did together was going to WJ Skatepark 
together. “He was so much like sunshine,” she remembers. 

Perron and Ben Moody’s one-year anniversary was 
March 11. On March 10, she remembers waking up to the 
news from his mother that he had died. “It felt like my soul 
was being ripped out of my body,” she says. “I genuinely 
felt just like a hole. 1 couldn’t breathe for a couple of hours.”

She didn’t go to school that day, but when she did 
return to South Eugene High School, she found it diffi- 
cult to concentrate. Aside from two of her teachers, she 
says there weren’t many resources available for her to 
process mourning Ben. 

After Ben’s death, Perron felt overwhelmed with high 
school gossip about her and Ben and with schoolwork. She 
says her yoga teacher gave her a meditative final exam to 
get away from everything: tending plants in a mini green- 
house. And her free period teacher helped her catch up 
on late classwork. 

When Ben had told Perron that he wanted professional 
help, she says she and his mother couldn’t find any avail- 
able therapist. 

Ben’s mother called the high school counselor, Perron 
recalls, and that made Ben mad. Counselors don’t care 
about a student’s wellness, Perron says, and most of them 
aren’t trusted by students. “They have a stigma about 
lying about what they tell,” she says of the counselors. 

What Perron would like to see high schools have are 
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courses about mental health, something more than just 
one day in health class. “Most of the things I’ve learned 
have been after Ben has died,” Perron says, giving White 
Bird Clinic’s Helping Out Our Teens in Schools (HOOTS) 
as an example. “I started going to therapy shortly before 
Ben died, and there are so many things that people should 
know and be aware of.” 

She says there needs to be aclass where students can 
learn about themselves and be able to communicate what 
they’re experiencing, but more importantly, to know how 
to be kind to each other. 

Losing his brother Ben and his friend Silas Strimple 
has been catastrophic for Drake Moody. “It’s been pretty 
nightmarish,” he says. “When everything happened, I 
thought I was done for. I didn’t know what to do.” 

Having a memorial — whether a bench or askatepark 
addition — at Washington Jefferson, where skaters can 
sit down and look at photos of Ben and Silas, would be a 
way to remind people to be kind with each other and stay 
strong together, Drake Moody adds. “We lost some loved 
ones and we need to value each other.” 


PUSHING FOR THE CAUSE 


During the darkest months of the year, Crespino was 
in the midst of a depressive mood. And the 48-year-old 
skateboarder says it could have ended in two ways: Either 
he could give in, or he could climb out of his depression. 

He was able to climb out. He helped organize a May 
21 skateboard contest fundraising for park repairs. And 
that was where memorial decks for Silas and Ben were 
first made, which were given to their family. 

When the skateboard community saw the boards, it 

inspired Crespino and others to ramp up their produc- 
tion and sell some to raise money for a memorial at WJ 
Skatepark. “People were really excited for the boards, 
asking where they could get one,” he says. 
For the past month, Crespino and another skateboarder, 
Ethan Hall, have been reproducing more memorial decks, 
and he’s been driving them to people who’ve bought them. 
He jokes that he’s become a skateboard Santa Claus. But 
the best part of it all is that he gets to see so many people 
in the area who have been touched by Silas and Ben. 

Crespino says he’s hoping to raise $20,000 from the 
memorial decks and from donations. With that money, he 
says he wants to installa memorial for the two skateboard- 
ers. At first, he says he considered a city of Eugene memorial 
bench, which costs around $5,000, but he’s concerned that 
someone would steal the plaque on it. Crespino and other 
skaters don’t know what the memorial will look like or its 
function in the skatepark, but he says Silas and Ben would 
want it to be something skatable and part of the skatepark. 

City spokesperson Kelly Shadwick says Eugene’s 
memorial options in parks are limited to its commemo- 
rative bench program. 

But before a memorial is installed, Crespino will skate 
down to San Francisco. He’s planning to talk with as many 
people — and as many media outlets as possible — to 
advocate for mental health awareness as he makes the 
831-mile trek. He expects the trip to last about a month, 
as he’ll skate from WJ Skatepark to Florence and then 
down the Pacific Coast Highway. 

It’s atrip that he says will bea positive way to memori- 
alize the loss of Eugene’s skateboarding community but 
also a way for the survivors to move forward. 

“Tt’s our goal to make people aware about Ben and Silas, 
what they represent, but it’s more than just them and their 
memory,” he says. “The community needs to recover. The 
other kids left behind might be feeling they’re at the end 
of their rope in this day and age and feel like they have no 
one to turn to. We’re going to show up in this way so that 
we’re visible and do something by example.” =

TRIBUTE BAND 
STINKFOOT ORCHESTRA 
STAYS TRUE TO THE 
WORK OF FRANK ZAPPA

rank Zappa is one of the few artists who captured a wide spectrum of 
musical genres. His work includes avant garde classical, doo wop, rock 
and jazz, making his catalog tough for bands to cover. 

Stinkfoot Orchestra, a Frank Zappa tribute band named after one of 
his songs, is tackling the iconic musician’s body of work and will perform 
with a former key member of Zappa’s band at the WOW Hall 8 pm Friday, 
August 5. That key member, Ike Willis, is a musician who performed with 

Zappa during the ’70s and ’80s. 

Nick Chargin, the leader of the group, says the endeavor to start a Zappa tribute 
band was a project that began before COVID-19. He says his original plan was to lead 
a band that could perform Zappa’s work in the Bay Area around the late musician’s 
80th birthday. 

Chargin’s plans to play shows around San Francisco were delayed due to COVID. 
But during that time, he says the band dug into Zappa’s work to have it ready for the 
stage. “In many ways, COVID was our friend,” he laughs. 

At the start, Chargin says he had former Zappa bandmate Napoleon Brock jam with 
the band. Brock performed on some of Zappa’s popular albums, including Hot Rats 
and Apostrophe(’), and after the session, Chargin recalls Brock telling him, “‘Frank 
would’ve been proud. You did good.” 

“That was pretty much it for me. I was happy right there. I could’ve died the next 
day,” Chargin says. 

In addition to humorous lyrics with biting social commentary, Zappa’s approach 
to songwriting is often seen as unconventional. His songs often feature xylophones as 
prominently as guitar, so Chargin had to find bandmates whose talents are used more 
in an orchestral setting. 

To perform Zappa’s work on stage, Chargin assembled a 10-piece band, including 
horns as well as guitars, keyboards, bass and drums. The group has players from vari- 
ous genres, from classical-oriented xylophones to jazz-based saxophones and salsa- 
focused trombonists. 

“People have come from all different worlds,” Chargin says. “It’s atestament to the 
music that it crosses so many boundaries. There’s something for everybody.” 

Chargin’s Stinkfoot Orchestra includes Willis, who performed with Zappa on stage 
and in the studio from 1978 to 1988. That decade was one of Zappa’s strongest, Char- 
gin says, when Zappa released Joe’s Garage, Shut Up 'n Play Yer Guitar and You Are 
What You Is. 

But Chargin says the band won’t be limited to songs from that Zappa era. “I’ve been 
conscious about bringing in songs from all different eras,” he says. Stinkfoot’s setlist 
also includes songs that Willis didn’t record with Zappa, such as “Muffin Man,” “Don’t 
Eat the Yellow Snow/Nanook Rubs It,” “Inca Roads,” “Peaches En Regalia” and more. 

Zappa’s work has been performed by many tribute bands since his death in 1992, 
from groups formed by former bandmates to orchestral groups like Ensemble Modern 
of Frankfurt to Zappa’s own children. Zappa’s eldest son, Dweezil, had led a tribute 
band, Zappa Plays Zappa. That band was sidelined by his family, who filed cease and 
desist orders. 

Although Chargin hasn’t spoken with the Zappa family, he says that he hasn’t 
received any legal demands to stop touring. 

And for Chargin, going on the road to perform with a key member of Zappa’s band 
from the’70s and’80s is what he was hoping for when he assembled the group. “For me, 
the ’88 ensemble was the ultimate,” Chargin says. “That was what I was going for.”

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FIRST FRIDAY ARTWALK OPENS 
THE CITY’S VISUAL ARTS WEEK

ugene’s Visual Arts Week, which cele- 
brates local artists, musicians, galleries 
and venues, kicks off at 5:30 pm Friday, 
August 5, with the First Friday ArtWalk. 
Hosted by Lane Arts Council and City of 
Eugene Cultural Services, the ArtWalk 
begins at the Farmers Market Pavilion, 
where opening ceremonies, including an artist market- 
place, award ceremony, live music and more, will be 
taking place. 

Locations featured on the Art Walk include galleries, 
art studios, coffee shops and pop-up exhibits dispersed 
throughout downtown. All of the venues included on the 
walk will be open from 5:30 to 8 pm. The best part about 
the walk: It’s all free. 

The opening ceremonies at the Farmer’s Market 
Pavilion include a First Friday ArtTalk with Michael 
Boonstra, the artist behind the new “Willamette River 
Contours” piece recently installed at the pavilion. The 
talk begins at 6:30 pm. 

Aprevious home of the farmers market, the 5th Street 
Market, hosts multiple exhibits and galleries. In the Market 
Alley, check out augmented reality with VR equipment 
supplied by Glimmer Technology, and on the second floor 
of the 5th Street Market experience the laid-back vibes 
of landscapes and quotes curated by artist Alejandro 
Sarmiento and letter artist Erica Heim, otherwise known 
as the “Eugene Chalk Lady.” 

For more local art, stop by the Art Bar at the Gordon 
Hotel, which will have an exhibit by Lane Arts Council 
grant recipient Cari Ingrassia. 

Broadway also features multiple locations to check 
out as you stroll downtown. ArtCity Studios, on the base- 
ment floor of 160 E. Broadway, hosts WheelHaus Arts, 
which provides professional tools, supplies and teach- 
ing to an upcoming generation of artists. Earl Dunbar’s 
experimental work with color will be available for viewing 
at Broadway Commerce Center, featuring watercolors, 
oil paintings and acrylics done by the artist. Books with 
Pictures Eugene will showcase a series of works created 
with secondhand and thrifted materials by Lisa Yu. 

Eugene Public Library, 100 W. 10th Avenue, will also 
host various exhibits. Passersby will be greeted by Story- 
Helix, featured in the front windows of the library. Story- 
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‘SNOOP DOGG’ BY TODD COOPER, 
PART OF SOUNDWAVES AT EPIC SECONDS 


Helix, sponsored by Lane Arts Council and Wordcrafters 
in Eugene, is a collaboration of community storytellers 
and professional artists where each window panel tells a 
different story ofa lived experience. Inside, the Mayor’s 
Art Show is on display on the second floor, and will be 
open for viewing until Sept. 5. 

The lobby of Eugene Hotel, 222 E. Broadway, is turn- 
ing into a pop-up gallery featuring artworks of all kinds 
done by residents and staff of the building. From 6 to 
7:30 pm, live music by the Oregon Oldtime Fiddlers will 
accompany the art. 

Directly around the corner, Community Cup Coffee 
on 901 Pearl Street, hosts photographic work by Barbara 
Bakalarova, whose subjects include portraits, arranged 
scenes and patterns found in nature. Dark Pine Coffee, 
just down the block at 954 Pearl Street, features aseries of 
eye-opening paintings titled “Trippy, but Classy” by Kylie 
Jess, as wellas oil-on-metal paintings by Brittany Micho. 

Oregon Art Supply, 1020 Pear! Street, invites view- 
ers to reconsider their definition of art through Diana 
C. Patin’s show, Got to be Good For Something; a mixed- 
media exhibit focused around objects that have passed 
their prime, and would otherwise be thrown away. 


Just a few blocks away, Allies LLC, on 131 E. 11th Avenue, 
a support organization for adults with intellectual and 
developmental disabilities, is hosting an exhibit called 
Fun Shine Pride! with new work by their customers. 

Another exhibit to check out on llth Avenue is Sound 
Waves by Eugene Weekly Art Director Todd Cooper, 
which is being hosted by Epic Seconds, 30 E. llth Avenue. 
Cooper has had work featured in Rolling Stone and Spin 
and has worked with multiple record labels. These photos 
are not to be missed. 

Multiple exhibits will be on display at New Zone Gallery, 
110 E. llth Avenue, including the Salon des Refusés, featur- 
ing works turned away from the Mayor’s Art Show; Hues 
of Comfort, by Kelly Sweat; and Taxidermy by Will Lotz, 
which showcases extraterrestrial life forms in various 
media. 

Additional exhibits, galleries and attractions will 
also be open during the ArtWalk, including artwork by 
Sierra Squires at the Barn Light, collage works by Dori 
Koberstein, wildlife and landscape photography by Ben 
Sutter, acrylics, jewelry and more. =

VLT BOUNCES BACK FROM THE PANDEMIC WITH NEW BYLAWS, 
REVISED BRANDING, A REFURBISHED PERFORMANCE HALL AND — 
FINALLY! — LITTLE WOMEN, THE MUSICAL

ore than two years after what 
was supposed to be its final dress 
rehearsal, Little Women, the Musi- 
cal,will at last be staged at Eugene’s 
Very Little Theatre when it opens 
Friday, August 5, and runs through 
August 20. 
Andwhenit does finally open, it willbeinatotally revamped 
theater. The VLT board took advantage of the lengthy 
pandemic shutdown to undertake a $17 million renovation.

Little Women was one of three productions in town — 
the others were Eugene Opera’s Tosca and Actors Caba- 
ret’s Sunset Boulevard — whose casts and crews found 
out following final dress rehearsals that the show doesn’t, 
in fact, always go on when Cov. Kate Brown issued the 
first lockdown order of the pandemic on March 12, 2020. 

At the time, director Kari Boldon Welch expected the 
shutdown would be relatively brief. “We all thought we’d 
be back to making theater again in six months,” she says. 
“My original hope was to keep the original cast together.”

The musical version of Louisa May Alcott’s classic 
two-part novel, which ran on Broadway in 2005, has 
book by Allan Knee, lyrics by Mindi Dickstein and music 
by Jason Howland. The novels and show tell the story of 
the four March sisters growing up during the Civil War. 

In the production about to be staged at VLT, seven 
members of the original cast have stayed on, though not 
all of them in the roles they were to play two years ago. 
The lead role, that of the aspiring writer Jo March, will 
still be played by Morgan James. 

One of the stars of the show will certainly be the newly 
revamped theater building. Built in 1950 and constructed 
in the style of a Quonset hut, but using local Douglas-fir 
timbers, the old VLT was dark, cozy and charismatic. 
But the seats were small and uncomfortable, with little 
leg room, and even with the house lights turned on the 
room was dark and a bit dismal. 

A bigger problem was the stage itself, which lacked a 
fly loft above the performance space where backdrops 
and curtains could be hung. 

Enter Eugene architect Otto Poticha, who managed to 
rebuild the old VLT without destroying its character. His 
design removed the lower side walls of the old building, 
adding aisle space and airiness to the old dark hall. He 
put in modern LED lighting up in the dark ceiling of the 
auditorium. The redesign cuts the house seating capac- 
ity from 217 to 200 but improves sight lines and comfort. 

And he added a large fly loft in which backdrops can 
be hung. 

The remodel is part of a larger re-envisioning under- 
taken by the VLT board over the past two years, says 
Jessica Ruth Baker, who was hired in 2020 as interim 
executive director — the first time the community theater 
has hada paid executive director. Administrative changes, 
Baker says, include revising VLT’s branding with anew logo 
and website, as well as bringing the nonprofit theater’s 
bylaws — written in the 1930s — into the 21st century and 
making clear commitments to diversity and inclusivity.

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SAVAGE LOVE

I’m a 36-year-old married woman who fantasizes about her husband of 10 years be- 
ing intimate with other women. This isn’t a new thing for me. I’ve fantasized about 
this for years, but we’ve never acted on it. He is intrigued but afraid that it might 
somehow damage our relationship. But I’ve done some research on it and it’s some- 
thing I’m eager to try. (With my husband's consent, of course!) But in all my research, 
I’ve found different and sometimes conflicting definitions of what it means to be a 
“cuckquean.” I’m interested in watching my husband pleasure and be pleasured by 
another woman in a purely physical way. I’m not interested in being “cheated on.” 
No flirty texts, no unsanctioned coffee dates. I’ve read accounts of women who are 
turned on by the humiliation and insecurity of their partner being with others, often 
women the husband knows “in real life,” either through work or through social life. 
In my case, | would rather my husband not even know the name of the other woman. 
And he would only be able to sleep with her with my consent and I would want to be 
“in control” of the situation. So, what does that make me? Do cuckqueans come in 
all different proclivities? | feel like the end result is the same — my partner bedding 
someone else — but my motivation is different than what I’ve seen. 

— What The Cuck Am 1? 


“The scenario WTCAI describes sounds more like hotwifing with the gender roles re- 
versed than cuckolding,” says Venus, host of The Venus Cuckoldress Podcast. “She’s in- 
terested in hothusbanding!” 

Let’s quickly define terms: a man into hotwifing enjoys “sharing” his wife with oth- 
er men, WTCAI, and a woman into hot husbanding enjoys “sharing” her husband with 
other women. (All this sharing, of course, is consensual.) Cuckolds, on the other hand, 
aren’t sharing their wives. They’re being “cheated on” by their wives. And cuckqueans 
aren’t sharing their husbands. They're being “cheated on” by their husbands. Cuckolds 
and cuckqueans, by definition, don’t just wanna see their spouses fucking another person, 
they a/so want their partners to humiliate and degrade them. (| put “cheated on” in quotes 
because the “cheating” is consensual and symbolic; likewise, “sharing” is in quotes above 
because spouses aren’t property.) 

“But cuckolding and hotwifing have a really wide spectrum of practices and dynamics,” 
Venus continues. “Some cucks are submissive and get into degradation and some cucks 
really aren’t subs or into degradation at all. | don’t see why hothusbanding/cuckquean- 
ing can’t be just as varied. Humiliation, submission, and degradation don’t have to be in- 
volved!” 

Venus is right: there are guys out there who call themselves cuckolds but aren’t 
subs and don’t wanna be humiliated or degraded. But | would argue that these guys ar- 
en’t cuckolds, WTCAI, just as | would argue that you aren’t a cuckquean. We have lots of 
words to describe letting your partner fuck other people — open, monogamish, swinging, 
mate-swapping, hotwifing, hothusbanding, stag and vixen, CNM — but we only have one 
word to describe letting your partner fuck other people while getting off on being humil- 
iated and degraded: cuckolding. And since most people understand cuckolding to involve 
humiliation and degradation, telling someone you’re a cuckold when you're not into those 
things is like telling someone you’re a power bottom when you don’t like anal or telling 
someone you're into impact play when you don’t like having your ass so much as tapped. 
It confuses rather than clarifies. What’s worse, tell someone you're a cuckold/cuckquean 
and they might start degrading you while they’re fucking your partner, which would ruin 
everything for everybody. 

As for setting up a sex date for your husband with an anonymous woman, Venus had 
a practical suggestion. 

“There are a lot more men out there looking for casual sex than there are women,” 
Venus says, “which makes WTCAI’s fantasy difficult to pull off. But | know a woman whose 
wife wanted to be blindfolded and then have a group of women come in — all strangers 
to her — and go down on her. Not an easy fantasy to pull off, either! So, they hired a sex 
worker to facilitate things and it was amazing. Perhaps this would be an ideal solution — 
hiring a sex worker — because then WTCAI would be in total control.” 

Finally, WTCAI, re-reading your letter just now... it sounds to me like what you real- 
ly wanna do is... whore your husband out. It’s an expression I’ve heard gay men use to 
describe setting up an anonymous encounter for their boyfriends or husbands. You find 
someone you wanna see fuck your husband — taking care to find someone your husband 
would wanna get fucked by — and all your husband needs to know is when and where. 
Cuckolds and cuckqueans are subs and a sub can “top from below,” as the saying goes, but 
at least officially a cuck doesn’t have the power. Someone who’s whoring his husband out, 
on the other hand, has all the power. And that’s what you want, right?
